{ped of them likewiſe. When any are 
committing a fin, it's neceſſary we ſhould 
pray that they may repent and be forgi- 
ven, when they are labouring 1n the 
works of their calling, that they may 
jucceed and proſper , when they = in 
all- 
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danger, that they may be preſerved, and 
delivered , but it 15 not neceflary that we 
ſhould Pray thus always with Set-prayer, 
neither indeed is it poſſible. Therefore it 
muſt be with Ejaculatory Prayer, In fine, 
it's neceſſary that we pray as much as we 
can. Pray always ſaith Chriſt, without 
ceaſing (airth the Apoltle, But we ſhall 
not do {o, unleſs we Pray with £j acul:- 
tory Prayer, as well as with Set-prayer, 
And thus you have the fr/t fort of Argu- 
ments to excite to the Practice of this 
Duty from the Neceſlity there 1s of it, 
The next are, 

IT. From the Advantages there are 
fo2 it. There be many Aavantapes for 
Ejaculatory Prayer, more than for other 
Prayer. For whereas other Prayer can be

2.8, which 1s eſpecially 
true of Fjaculatory Prayer, Other Prayer, 
as the Apoſtle there ſhews, may be 1a e- 
very place, that 1s, in every place that is 
convenient (tor lowe are to underſtand 
him ) but every place 15 not cexveniens 
for it, as I have ſhewn above.

Where there 15 tear, there will be a flying 
preſently to God by Ejacn/atory Prayer. 
When Fehoſaphar faw himlelf in ſuch 
danger, being belet by his Enemies, he 
cryed unto the Lord by EjaculatoryPrayer, 
2 Chron. 18.31.So Petey to Chrift when 
he was 1n danger of drowning, Afar. I 
30, Fear makes one preſently By to the 
Refuge. When therefore men arc in dan- 
ger, but there's no flying unto God, it's 
a ign they are ſecure in their own 
thoughts, that as they fcel no evil for, 
the. preſent , {o they fear none for yr 
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fature, And what is this, but Carnal 
Security ? There is a twofold Security, | 
one Spzritual, and that is, whey 2*man 
is ſo ſecure, that he makes no ufe of car- 
nal means, but is- confident of ſafety 
without them, and therefore never be- 
takes himſelf to the ule of them : this 1s 
ſpiritual, this isa gratious and bleffed-Se- | 
curity. Now on the contrary, Carzal Se- 
curity is when a man ts ſo fecnre, that he 
makes no uſe of Spiritual means', as for 
Example, when though a man be it datr- 
ger, yet he doth not makeule of Zjacwula- 
fory Prayer, He 1s fecure, but it 15 Carnal | 
Security. And this is a main cauſe, why 
nor only this, but Ser-prayer 1s neglected 
too. Men ſay, we ſee that they do as well | 
that are without Prayer, as thoſe that 
uſe it, and therefore they conteut them- 
ſelves to be without 1t too ,: for they 
think they ſhall do well enough, at jeal | 
they think they will do well enough 
without it, and therefore do- not Pray. 
Now what a fad thing 1s this! How 
canſt thou be fecurs that art in jeopardy. | 
. every 
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every moment ? in danger of Temptati- 
dns, ans, Sufferings continually ? Thou 
art not.atraid of Temptations, and none 
more-: likely to be: tempted than ſuch. 
Not affraid of fin, and none more under 
the power of temptations than ſuch, 
Not -attraid of Judgment, and none 
more like to have Judgments inflicted 
bpon them than fuch. Thus gives Advan- 
tage to Sathan to tempt, and to Cor- 
ruption to clote with the Temptation, 
and.to God to give thee into the hand of 
Sathan,; it provokes him to let out his 
wrath in ſome moſt dreadful expreſſions 
of: it upon thee. Oh conſider, it's cer- 
tain.thou art very frequently in danger 
all the day long; thou knoweſt not 
what a day may bring forth, even then 
when there 15s no appearance of danger, 
there may be very great danger: But 


; how often is there an Appearance of it, 


and yet, however it. be, thou never 
cryeſt out unto God all the day long.

(which uſually , -and moſt trequently 
thou -haſt recourle unto for thy help, 
and ſupply) it's a ſign thou doſt not 
depend upon God, nor ſee thy need of 
him. If thou didit ſee thy need of God, 
thou would{t be continually ſeeking to 
him : If thou didit fee that nothing can 
ſucceed and proſper without God, thine 
eyes would be upon him, thy thoughts, 
thy deſires would be ever, and anon, 
aſcending unto him. How 1s 1t then, 
that God is lo {eldome in thy thoughts 
from morning to evening ? That thou 
art buſted about other things, but God 
1s not 1n all thy thoughts ? Thou ſpeak- 
eſt toone for Countel, to another for 
Comfort, to another for Support : but

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God; Whereas, if thou didſt depend 
upon God, thou wouldft be continually 
ſpeaking to him, thou would{t be ever, 
and anon ipeaking to him by Ejacaulato 
Priyer, When thou findeſt thou lackeſt 
Wiſdome, thou wouldeſt ſay, © Lord 
« give me Wildome, «© Let me not 
<« mulcarry in this Aﬀair, © Bleſs the | 
« Means, cc. When thou lackeſt Peace, 
thou wouldeſt lay, © O Lord, ſpeak 
<« Peace, © Create the fruit of the lips, 
<« (v2, of thy Meſſenger ) to be Peace. 
And lo, whatever thou lackeſt, if thou 
cdid{t depend upon God, thou would'it 
be ſtill ſeeking to him for it. For as 
much then, as thou ſeldome, or never 
ſeckeſt unto God, it's an evidence that 
thou doſt not depend upon God. Now 
what a vile thing 1s this, that thou 
ſhould'ſt ſee more need-of any thing, 
than of God ! that thou ſhould'ſt depend 
upon any thing, every thing more, than 
upon God ! Read that dreadful Curſe 
denounced againſt ſuch, Fer. 17. 5, 6. 
Fonrthly , It argues Sinful f02get- 
fulneſs 
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fulnefſs f 69d. Suppoſe it doth not 
argue any diſtruſtfulnels of God , yet 
when a man ſhall go all the day long, 
and never ſo much as oxce, or but /el- 
dome, lift up his heart unto God for an 
thing he ſtands in need of, it muſt nn 
argue a very great unmindfulneſs of 
him : Though ulually they go together, 
and the one is the cauſe of the other. 
As Pſal. 78. 34, 35. when he ſlew them, 
then they ſought him, and they returned, 
and enquired early after God, And they 
remembred that God was their Rock, and 
the miſt high God their Redeemer, Why 
did they not ſeek God before ? Why, it 
was becauſe they did ot remember that 
God was their Rock. So when men are 
not frequent in ſeeking to God by Ejacu- 
latory Prayer, 1's align they do not re- 
member that God is their Rock. Now 
ſee what a vile thing this is. This forger- 
falneſs of God is virtually all fin what- 
ſoever. And therefore they are charged, 
Deut 32, 17, 18. to have ſacrificed to 
Devils, and not to God : but to Gods 
E 3 that - 
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that they knew not, to new Gods that 
came newly up, whom their Fathers 
feared nor z Becauſe of the Rock that be- 
gat them, they were —_—_ and had 
forgotten the Gods that formed them, See 
hy the evil of neglecting Ejaculatory 
Prayer in this reſpect, in that it argues a 
[1 nfal forgetfulnels of God, 

Fifthly, It argues that the Spirit i is 
much quenched. For it it were -not 
quenched, it would be ſtirring 'up to 
Ejaculations :- It would enable us to cry 
with $izhs and Groans which cannot be ut- 
tered, The Spirit 1n Scripture 15 com- 
pared to fire: and as the Sparks fly up- 
wards when the fire 1s blown, 10 do 
Ejacuiatory Prayers, when the Graces of 
the Spirit are ſtirred up, and blown into 
a flame, When therefore there are no 
Ejaculations nodartings up of Prayer,and 
Supplication unto Gad, ( though there 

be never lo much occaſion )

you in this Caſe , Corruption will get 
an advantage ; ſo that tho Sathan ſhould 
not tempt, yet you will bein danger of 
being drawn away of your own Luſt, 'and 
enticed , and iocarryed into many fins, 
which otherwiſe might be avoided. 

3. Hereby you are unawares {urprized 
not only with Sins, but Sufferings. Hence 
it 15 that you meet with ſo many croſs 
Accidents in the courſe of your lives. 

4. Hereby you are deprived of many 
Blefſings & Comforts. You have not, be- 
cauſe you ask not with EjaculatoryPrayer. 

5. It hinders the prevailing of 0- 
ther Prayers, looſeth the benefit of your 
Set-prayers, For then we ſhall know ({aith 
the Prophet) zf we follow oz to know the 
Lora, viz, when we have Prayed with 
Sets 
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Set-prayer ,. if then. we follow on with 
Ejaculatory Prayer, Holea. 6.3. 

And thus you ſee the Evil that comes 
ÞY it. 


Many other Particulars might be men- 


tioned, but theſe may ſuftice: to ſhew | 
what an Evil the Neglect of Ejaculatory 


Prayer 1s. Labour therefore to be ſenſible 
of 1t, and humbled for it, that ſo you 
may. continue to neglect 1t no longer. 
Conſider Sirs, If you could not tell 
where to find God , If he were a God 
afar off, not nigh at hand, it were a- 
nother matter : Or if you might. not 
come to him when you find him , it 
you might not ſpeak to him 1o often : 
Or it there were any thing to hinder you 
from ſpeaking , 1o that you could not 
(though you would ) ſpeak 1o often to 
him : you might then have ſomething to 
ſay, for not teeking by Ejaculatory Pray- 
er unto him. Bur he 1s always every 
where - preſent, 2ieh unto you , when , 
and whenſocver you have any thing to 
call upon him for ; and you may come 
when 
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when you will ; ask what you will that 
is good for you ; he delights in your of- 


' ten coming, ad upbraideth not, Jam. 
1. 5. and there 1s nothng to hinder , no- 


thing from without , and therefore the 
Neglect of it is the more inexcuſable, 
Again, if it were a long, and large 
Prayer that were required, as ſometimes 
it is ; yet what could beexcepted againſt 
it? ſhould you not be willing to ipend 
even whole days, and nights 1n Prayer 
for the obtaining of ſome Mexrcy,it there- 


by 1t might be obtained? But this is but 


a ſhort Prayer , only the darting up of a 


| Defire, the (peaking as it were but of a 


word unto God. And what ! not ſpeak 
a word unto God ? not ſo much as. a 
word ? Oh how many helps, and aſititan- 
ces, how many Deliverances, and Sal- 
vations might'it thou have had , only 
but for ſpeaking a word by Ejaculatory 
Prazer unto God, and yet thou would'ſt 
not ſpeak ! What a ſhametul thing 1s 
this ! and how ſhould it make men bluſh,”

CHAP. IV. 


An Exhortation to the Praftice of Ejacu- 


latory Prayer, Men exhorted to be 
much in Ejaculatory Prayer for them- 
ſelves. The forementioned Arguments 
from the Neceſſity there is of it, the 
Advantages there are for it, and the 
Advantages there are by it, to excite 
ro the Prattice of Ejaculatory Prayer, 
_ by way of Motive applyed, Special Oc- 
- caſions of mens Praying with Ejacula- 
| tory Prayer for themſelves, mentioned. 
_ Special Directions, as to every partica- 
tar occaſion, for what they ſhould Pray, 
geven, 


| Aving ſhewn the Evil of neglect 
ing Ejaculatory Prayer , I come 
now 
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now to Perſwade to the Practice. of it;: 
And ſhall therefore ſpeak here by way of 
Exhortation, to ſtir up every one of you, 
to be much 1n this Duty , tobe ever and 
anon darting up Prayers and Requeſts 
unto God, And that 

I, For PoUr-ſelves, 

2, For DOthet2s, 

I. For your ſelves. Labour to be 


| much in E J] aculatory Prayer for your 


ſelves, | 
To move you hereunto, I zeed do no 
more, than apply the Arguments alrea- 
dy mentioned, to excite to the Practice 
of the Duty, from the' Neceſſity there 1s 
of it, the Advantages you have for it, 
and the Advantages that come by it, 
Firſt, 1n reſpect of the Neceſſity there 
is of it. It is a needful and neceſſary Dus 
ty. I have ſhewn you the Neceſſity of it 
in divers particulars. Now who 1s there, 
but would do, what is needful, and ne- 
ceſlary tobe done? This is an Argument 
of weight in other Caſes. You ſay of 
luch 4 thing, © It muſt of —_—_— be 
ONCE :- 
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done: and that turns the Scales; and 
weighs down all Arguments, and Per: 
ſwaitons to the contrary. Why ſo it 
ſhoulddoin this Cale. Ejaculatory Prayer 
is Neceſlary Prayer. 

There is a Neceſſity of Prayer : of all 
Prayer, laith the Text, Praying always 
with all Pra yer ; nOL only SCF-prayer, but 


Ejaculatory Prayer. There is a Neceſlity| 


of 'Set-prayer ; but not only of that, but 
of Epaculatory Prayer tO0, And there is 
more frequently a Neceſſity of Ejaculats- 
ry Prayer, than there is of Ser-prayer, 
as I have ſhewn before. How ſhould this 
then prevail with you ! He is a fool, that 
In a cale of Neceflity will deliberate, 
that when it appears, ſuch a thing is ne- 
ceſlary to be done, will conſult with 
himſelf, whether it be beſt to do it. But 
to ſome perhaps it doth not appear that 
Ejaculatory Prayer 1s {uch a thing, Let 
them weigh well then, 'what hath been 
{aid before, of the Neceſſity of it, that 
ſo they may be convinced how much 
there 1s in it upon that account, to oy 

va 
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vail with them to put it in Practice, 
Thus 1n reipect ot the Neceſ{tty there is 
of it, 

Secondly, In reſpe& of the Advanta- 


ges you have for it. Many things are 


neeadſul, that yet are not poſſible, at leaſt 
eaſiz to be done. But to Pray with Ejacu- 
latory Prayer, 15 not only p0/ible, but 
eaſie to be done. There 1s no Duty al- 
moſt that hath more Advantages for the 
doing of it, than this, 

I have ſhe 'n you what Advantages 
there are for it in divers particulars.So that 
though you cannot Pray with So/ezp, or 
Set-prayer, yet you may with Ejaculato- 
ry Prayer, when, and whereloever you 
will, as often as have occaſion, in 
any place, at In any Compa: 
ny, any Butinels, or Employment what- 
ſoever. Now then, lecing it not only 
muſt be done, there being ſuch a Ne- 
ceſſity of it , but it alſo »zay be done, 
there being luch a Convenicncy for the 
doing of it ; it ſhould be a forcible Argu- 
meat to move you to it, Difficulty often 
proves

proves a Dilcouragement from Duty, 
This many times diſcourageth from Ser- 
prayer, that there are ſo many difhculties 
attending it, ſo many difficulties, and 
inconveniencies 1n reſpect of time, place, 
buſineſs, and the like. But this cannot 
diſcourage from Ejacnlatory Prayer , for 
there is nothing more eaſie, either in re- 
ſpect of the Subſtarce, or Circumſtances 
of the _W- 

I. In reſpect of the Subſtance. For do 
but conſider the Duty it ſelf. What great 
matter 1s it, to dart up a fingle defire 1n 
Prayer unto God ? I mean comparative- 
ly. It is nothing ſo much as Ser-prayer. 
Now it God required {ume greater thung, 
would you not dogg how much more 
when it is {0 little, When it 15 but Ejacs- 
tatory Prayer ? 

2. Inreſpedt of the Circumſtances ; as 
time, place, means, &c. All theſe do 
not always concur to Ser-prayer; but 
they do to Ejuculatory Prayer. There 15 
always a conveniency for Zjaculatory 
Þrayer, All Circumſtances do jointly 

con- 
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concur, and ſweetly conſpire together 
to make up an opportunity, and conve- 
niency for Ejacu/atory Prayer upon all 
occaſions ; lo that it nothing hinder 
from withiz, there is nothing that at 
any time, 4n any place, can hinder from 
without. 

3- In reſpect of the Advantages that 
come by it. Many things are eaſze to be 
done, that yet are not of any great Ad- 
vantage to be done: they are poſſzble, 
but not - profirable, But this cannot be

Lords Body. It was the great fin of the 
Corinthians, that they had no more of 
the aw of God upon their hearts, when 
they came to the Zords-Supper, Lift up 
your hearts therefore by Ejaculatory 
Prayer unto God, and pray earneſtly, 
that he would put his fear into your 
hearts. It's evil to feed without fear at 


our own "tables ,

more to feed fo at the Lords Table :

Say, © Lord thou haſt 
laid , thou wilt put thy fear into the 
hearts of thy people ; oh put it into mine 
now. © Let me have grace whereby [ 
may carry my lelt acceptably in this Or- 
dinance , with Reverence and Godly 
Fear. You ſhould come lIikewile with 
greateſt bumbleneſs, and elf-abalement 
when you come - unto this Ordinance, 
For what are we, that we ſhould be ad- 
mitted to the Lord's Table ? Verily we 
are altogether unworthy, we deſerve not 
ſo great a priviledge : And not only lo, 
but we deſerve the quite contrary, 7s, 
to be rejetted , and kept off from 


it. And therefore reflecting upon the. 


greatne's of the Priviledge, your own 
littlenel(s, and nothingnets, nay the vile- 
neſs and wretchednels , fay (conlider- 

ing 
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ing what God hath done for: you in 
bringing you to his Table notwithſtand- 
ing) as Mephibeſh-th did to David when 
he invited him to his Table, © Zord, 
what is thy Servant, that thou ſhouldeſt 
look #3032 [uch a dead Dog 45 Tam! © Oh 
how is it that thou haſt brought me hi- 
therto ! That I who delerve not to be let 
with the Dogs of the Flock, thould 
thus have the Childrens bread provided 
for'me ! Is this after the manner of man, 
Lord ! There muſt be allo (when .you 
come to this Ordinance) Brokerpeſs, 
and Contritene(s of heart : For therein 
you ſee Chriſt dying for fin, and for 
your (ins; and what an unworthy thing 
IS it for any one to pretend to benefit by 
the death of Chriſt ( which was death 
for ſin ) and yet hive all the while inthat 
ſin, for which he profeſſeth to believe 
that Chriſt dyed ! Therefore {in muſt be 
grievous to you, that you may repent of 
it, Therefore cry by Ejaculatory Prayer 
unto God, to affect your hearts for you, 
Say, © Lord, take away the heart of tone

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that is in me, and give me an heart of 


fleſh, a ſoft and ſenſible heart, Lord , that 
while I look upon Him (in this Ordi- 
nance) whom I have pierced by my fins, 
I may mourn, and be 1n bitterneſs of 
ſpirit : That I may mourn that ever I 
ſhould do ſo much as I have done againſt 
{uch an one that hath ſhewed {uch love, 
as todie for me: That I ſhould fin ſo much, 
notwithſtanding the death of Chriſt , 
and ſo much againſt the death of Chriſt : 
That ſin ſhould be ſo {ſweet to me; that 
was ſo bitter to Chriſt, ©© Oh that while 
I ſee the Body of Chriſt broken in this 
Ordinance, my heart may break within 
me at the {1ght of it ! Oh that I may not 
look upon a broken Chriſt, without a 
broken heart !

22, To play the Hypocrite here, is worle 
than any where elite, Pray therefore that 
you may be ſincere. Say, « Lord, deliver 
me from the falſezeſs, and deceitfulneſs 
of my heart. © Let my heart be ſound in 
thy Statutes. © I am come to renew my 
Covenant with thee ; Oh that I my be 
fully reſolved to keep cloſe unto God !

You muſt pray allo 
for the ftrenethning of your Faith, Faith 
hath a man:f0ld office in this Ordinance, 
As, To apprehend, and diſcern what is 
exhibited and repreſented : To receive 
and apply what 1s offered, and tendered: 
To go out unto Chriſt to receive virtue 
from him : To open the heart to let it 
m, &c. Thole acts of Faith whereby you 
received Chrilt at firſt, muſt now be re- 
newed in recctving hum again, There- 
fore ſay, © Lord ſtrengthen my Faith. 
Let not my Faith now fail me. Here 
thou offereſt the Body and Blood of thy 
Son : Thou layeſt, Take ye, eat ye, drink 
ye.

He loved you, 
and gave himliclf to dye for you : made 
his (oul an offering for ſia, endurcd but- 
teting, ſpitting, Crucitying, 1s gone to 
prepare a place for you 11 Heaven, appears 
there for you, &c. Thirdly in» his Love 
to you manttelted in this Ordinance. 
Herein he makes a repreſentation oft his 
Death to you. Gives you it as a Pledge 
to aſſure you. Inftituted it that very 
night he was betrayed. Conlidering all 
this, how ſhould you ſtir up your ſelves 
to love hum! Pray therefore for grace 
whereby you may be enabled to let out 
your affecton abundantly to hum. Say, 
« Lord, 
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*« Lord, let my eye affect my heart , Let 
the ſight of the Love of Chriſt to me in 
this Ordinance, beget in me an{werable 
Love to Chriſt. Behold how he loved me | 
even fo, as to give himſelf to dye for me. 
And ſhall I not love him then ? Oh help 
me, help me, bleſſed God. Let me Love 
him dearly,even with all my heart ,with all 
my ſoul, with all my might. Thus Pray 
that you may expreſs your Love unto 
Chriſt. You mult expreſs 1t Secoxdly one 
to axother, and to all Saints whatſoever, 
You are all one in Chriſt Feſus : all one in 
this Ordinance (all eat of the ſame bread, 
and all drink of the ſame Cup) And there- 
fore Pray that you may be all one in Af- 
tection.

Confeſs 
your fanlts one to another, ana pray one 
for another, And this Reaſon 1s given, 
The effeffual fervent Prayer of a Righte- 
ous man availeth much with God : that Is, 
not only for himſelf ( the Apoſtle doth 
not ſpeak of that in this place ) but for 
others alſo. q. d. his Prayers avail much 
for Others, and therefore you ſhould 

H 4 Pray 
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Pray for them , by this you ſhould be en- 
cauraged to do it. This you are exhort- 
ed unto, 1 Tm. 2.1, 2. 1exhort there- 
fore, that firſt all Supplications, Prayers, 
Tnterceſſions , and giving of Thanks be 
mane for all men, Mark it, for all men: 
 . And. he exhorteth to this 
Naku err, firſt of «lb, f betore he del- 
bo, ram pra- . CEnds to any other Particu- 
ſerier-'deinceps Jars , thereby 1ntimarting , 
_ oe. Fat it is a ſpecial Duty, 
that every one ought to 
make Conſcience of, to Pray for Orhers 
as well as for 7 hemſetves, It 1s taught 
you allo inthe Zords Prayer, For there 
It 1s not, My F ather which art iy Heaven, 
ror, Grve me my aaily Bread, nor, For- 
give me my Trefpaſſes, &c, But, Onur Fa- 
ther, Gtve us, and Forgroe #5, &C. Chriit 
thereby teaching you, that it is your Du- 
ty to Pray for others, as well as for your 
1elves. You are commanded likewile to 
get Others toPray for you, Fam. 5. 14. 
1s any ſick among you? let him call for the 
Elaers of the Church, and let them Pray 
over 
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over him, And not only Elders are to be 
deſired, but (as there 1s occaſion) O- 
thers allo, as 1s implyed, v. 16. Confeſs 
your faults one to another, and Pray one 
for another, Now as you are command- 
ed. to get others to pray for you, ſo 0- 
thers are by the tame command required 
to get you to pray for them , and lo it 1s 
your Duty to pray for Ozhers, and not 
Yowr ſelves only. Again, God hath pro- 
muled to hear his people, not only for 
themſelves, but for others ailo. As 1ſa. 
45.11. Fam. 5. 14, 15, 16. 1 Fobn 5. 
16. Now when ever God makes a Pro- 
mitc to the doing of a Duty, 1t is, as to 
encourage, lo likewile to exgape to the 
doing of 1t. Furthermore, The Exam- 
ples of the Godly in all ages, praying for 
others. as well as for themſetues, bind 
you. to this Duty : Avraham prayed for 
Soaom, Lot for Zoar, Moſes for the 1ſ74e- 
lites, David tor the whole Church, Paul 
for particular Churches , as for the Ro- 
mans, Rom. 1. 9. tor the Coops, Col. 
1.9. and not only tor. particular Church- 

es, 
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es, but for particular Perſozs, as for 
Timothy, 2 Tim. 1. 3. for Philemon, Phi- 
lem. v. 4. Thele Examples ought to be 
imitated, They have been earneſt like- 
wile with o:hers for their Prayers ; as 
Hezekiah for 1[4i4h's prayers, 2 King. 19, 
4: ' Paul for the Romans prayers. See how 
paſſionatly earneſt, and importunate he 
was ( Now 1 'eſeech you, Brethren, for 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt his ſake, and for th: 
love of the Spirit, that ye ſirive togethor 
with me, in your prayers to God for me.) 
Rom, 15. 30. Which he would not have 
been, but that he knew, that to pray 
for others was not only-aa Duty, but a ve- 
prevailing Duty ( if performed aright) 
or thoſe on whoſe behalt it ſhould be 
performed, And therefore he was in 
great hopes, and did exceedingly com- 
tort himſelf upon the prayers that were 
made for him , as upon the Corinthians 
prayers, 2 Cor, 1. 11. and upon the Phz- 
lippians prayers, Phil. 1.19, We may 
add unto all this, that the Precept of 


Chriſtian Charity requiresno els of you, 
(eſpe- 
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(eaſpecially when your prayers are de- 
ſired by any on their behalf.) For there- 
in you are commanded to love your 
neighbour as your ſelves, and if to love 
him as your ſelves, then certainly to pray 
for him as well as for your ſelves. To 
Pray for your ſelves, neceſſity requires g 
to Pray for others, Charity. Charity be- 
gins at home, but doth not ſtay at home. 
The Law alſo of your Communion with 
Chriſt requires 1t. You have Communi- 
on. with him in his Prieſtly Office, and 
by vertue of that are made Prieſts unto 
God, 1 Pet. 2. 9. and therefore « ſuch, 
are bound to make interceſſion for others, 
Laſtly, Hereby you ſhall imitate the ex- 
ample of Chriſt, who Prayed not only 
for himſelf, but for others, which you 
are eſpecially bound to do, For he hath 
piven us an example that we ſhould follow 
his ſteps, 1 Pet. 2.21, 

Thus you lee it is your Duty to Pray 
for Others, as well as for your Selves.

Foarthly, You cannot Pray for ſo ma- 
ny in particular in your Set-prayers as 
you may 1n your Ejaculatory Prayers, It 
1s your Duty, not only to Pray for others 
in the general, but in particular alſo. 
The Apoſtle tells that when he Prayed 
for o:4crs, he mentioned them particu- 
larly by name in his Prayers. So Rom. 1, 

. 1 make mention of you in my Prayers, 
And lo he tells the Epheſians, Ephef, r, 
I6. 5) the Theſſalonians, 1 Thel. I. 2. 
So Philemon, Philem. v. 4. He made 
mention of particular Churches by name, 
and of particular Perions by name. So 
Abraham made mention of his Son 7ſb- 
»mael by name ,; and Fob, when he Pray- 
ed tor his Children, did net only Pray 
for them all in the general, : but 'for eve- 

ry 
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ry one in particular. He offered a Sacri- 
fice ('tis {aid ) according to the number of 
them all, 

Fifthly, You cannot Pray ſo ſuddain- 
ly and ſpeedily for them in your Set-vray- 
ers, as you nay 1n your Ejaculatory Pray- 
ers, Many times their neceſſity is fo ur- 
gent, that there mult be Prayer for them 
preſently, without any delay, But that 
cannot be always 1n Set-prayer, becauſe 
that requires a certain time, which is not 
always coincident with others occaſions, 

Sixthly, You cannot Pray ſo much 
with them in Ser-pr-yer, as you may in

In fpecial, you muſt Pray by Ejaculatory 
Prayer for your ſpecial Relations, As 
Parents muſt Pray by Ejaculatory Prayer 
for their Children , Children for their 
Parents ; Maſters for their Servants, Ser- 
vants for their Maſters, Miniſters for 
their People, People for their Miniſters , 
Magittrates for their Subjects , Subjects 
tor their Magiſtrates. What Duties ſo- 
ever we owe to others by vertue of our 
Relations, we are more eſpecially bound 
to them by thoſe Relations ; and where 
we are more e'pecially bound, there it is 
the greater ſin to be guilty of neglect. 
Abraham made Conlſcienee - of Ejacula- 
tory Prayer for his Child ;, Eliſhah for his 
Servant ; Boaz's Servants for their Ma- 
ſter, the 7ſraelites for their King , 
1 King. 1. 39. Letus be careful to do ſo 
too. By this means you may procure 
much good to them; obrain many a 
Blefling for them. And by this means

That which 
remains, 1s. only to give you ſome 
Cautions for preventing of Miſtakes 
and Milcarriages in the performance of 
the Duty; and then to give you ſome 
Directions for the right Performance 
of it. Firſt,

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Firſt, then for preventing of miſtakes 
and Miſcarriages zz, and about the per- 
formance of this Duty of Ejaculatory 
Prayer, thele Cautions following are to 
be given. 

Caut, 1, Ut muſt not hinder Set-prayer, 
either for your Selves, or Others. The 
Text faith, Praying always with all 
Prayer, and therefore with Ser-prayer, 
as well as Ejaculatory Prayer, Set-prayer 
1s a Duty as well as Ejaculatory Prayer, 
( nay in ſome reſ{pe&ts much more) and 
and one Duty muſt not juſtle out ano- 
ther. The performance of one Duty 15 
no excule tor the none-performance of 2- 
nother. This 1s Partiality, which 1s et- 


. ther in the Negative = of the Law, 


when a man caſts off ſome ſins, and 
continues the practice of others ſtill : or 
in the Affirmative part, when he pract- 
iceth ſome Duties, and negleGeth others. 
Therefore he is a Deceiver, that upon 
pretence of Praying with Ejaculatory 
Prayer, omits Set-prayer. This 1s a de- 
ceiving of God. Rut carſed be the Decei- 

/ ver 
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wer ({aith the Prophet ) which hath in his 
Flock a Male, andvoweth and ſacrificeth to 
the Lord a Corrupt thing , Mal, 1. 14. So 
may I lay, curled be the Deceiver, that 
having opportunity for $e7-prayer, puts 
God off with Ejaculatory Prayer. This 1s 


a defrauding ot God, a cheating him of 


his due. And it this be 1o provoking 
when it isdone to man, how much more 
when it 1s done to God ! It God will not 
{uffer man to be defrauded, much leſs 
will he ſuffer himielf to be 1o dealt with. 
.For this cauſe theretore the Judgments 
of God come upon men, becauſe they 
neglect Seteprayer, 1 will go, ana return 
ro my place ( (auth God ) till they acknow- 
leage their offence, ana ſeek my face : in 
their affliction they will ſeek me early, 
Hol. 5. 15. And fo the Prophet obſerves 
they did, Iſa, 26. 16, When thy chaſtening 
was upon them they poured out a Prayer : 
but not till then, and therefore the cha- 
ſtening of God was upon.them, that ſo 
thy might by that means be brought to 
pour out a Prayer, Now that was more 
| ( as 
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(as hath been ſaid ) than Ejaculatory 
Prayer, Set-prayer therefore 1s neceſſary, 
Ordinarily by Prayer 1n moſt of thoſe 
Precepts and Examples that are given of 
Prayer 1n Scripture, 1s meant Set-prayer. 
That you may be convinced of the 
Neceſſity of Set-prayer. 

- I, Conſider the prattice of Chriſt, He 
was much given to Set-prayer as well as 
tO Ejaculatory Prayer. He withdrew him 
ſelf into the wilderneſs and Prayed, which 
he needed not to-have done, if it had 
been for Ejaculatory Prayer only. Luke 5, 
16. He went out into a Mountain, Luke 
6. 12, In the morning. Mark 1. 35. And 
in the morning riſing up a great while be- 
fore day, he went out into a ſolita- 
ry place, and there prayed, In the Even- 
inp , Mat. 14.23. 414 when he had ſent 
the multitude away, he went into a moun- 
tain to pray, and when the Evening was 
come, he was there alone. And this was 
his cuſtome, Luke 22. 39. 

2. Conſider the prad7ice of the Saints. 


We read in Scripture of Holy Men that 
have | 
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have ſet themſelves to ſeek God; and 
have ſpent much time in the Duty. As 
David three times , ſeven times a day, 
Daniel three. times a day, and it was 
his uſual cuſtome, which he continued 
in the moſt - dangerous times. Hannah 
poured out her toul. Percy went up to 
the houſe top. 

3. That people may be at  Ser-prayer, 
God hath appointed, yea expreſsly com- 
manaed thim , togoalone, and to enter 
into their Cloſets , and ſhut the door, 
which needs not to be done for Ejacula- 
tory Prayer, Mat, 6. 6. 

4. Sometimes to go together, As they 
did, As 2,42, Ats 4. 24. 

5. That they might have Set-prayeys 
in time of the Old Teſtament, he built 
them an houſe chiefly for that end ; 
which therefore had its denomination 
from thence, 7t was called the houſe of 
Prayer, Ila. 56. 7. 

6. Therefore God will have Set-pray- 
er, that he may be worſhiped with So-

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Laſtly, We have many things to Pray 
for, which cannot be exprefled (as 1s 
neceſſary they ſhould be ) in Ejaculatory 
Prayer, 

For theſe reaſons Fj aculatory Prayer 
muſt not juſtle out Sez-prazer. He that 
prays only, or moſtly with Ejacu/atory 
Prayer, and not with Set-prayer, offers 
to God only the tyth of Mint and Cum- 
minand negletts the weightier matters of 


the Law. This we ought to do, but not to 


neglett the other. (vid, Preſton's Daily Ex- 
erciſe.) Suppoſe thou haſt buſinels, yer 
there mulſt be a time for Set-prayer, You 
will have an eating time, and a drinkin 

time notwithſtanding buſineſs ; and ſo 
you ſhould have a2 Praying time. People 
do not look upon Prayer as neceſſary, or 
elle they ul 1 res neglect it ſor other 
matter as they do. And there is much of 
Atheiſm and Infidelity in it, that is the 
cauſe of it, as hath beea ſaid. And 
therefore, though I ſhew- it you by way 
of infqrmation from this Doctrine of 
Ejaculatory Prayer, that you may learn 
this, 
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this, Not to expett to be heard, meerly 
for your long Prayers, becauſe then you 
could not be heard for your Ejaculatory 
Prayers : ett is.not ſo to be underſtoog, 
as if long Prayers were ſimply to be 
condemned, ( v4, Hilderſham #6: ſupra.) 
Our own, and others Neceſlities, eſpe- 
cially the Churches Neceflities, do v4 
make. 1t neceſlary , that there be #2129 
and. /ozg Prayers, And therefore know, 
that you may make /o7z Prayers, {o that 
you do not affectto be long , thereby to 
ſhew your ability in Prayer, and get ap- 
plauſe, which is Phariſaical , nor think 
to be heard meerly tor your much ſpeak- 
ing, uſing vain Repititions for that end; 
which is Pagariſh : but” having reſpect 
to the Magiſty of God , do not multiply 
expreſſions careleſsly , but endeavour 
that there be as nie | matter and affecti- 
on, aswords, and then 'there is 'no evil 
in the length of your Prayer, and you 
ſhall not offend thereby. EIT, 
- This then is the firſt Carrion; T'imuſt 
'not juſtle out Ser-prayer. Though Ej48#- 
latory 
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latory Prayer be neceſlary, yet it is not 
enough, it isnot only neceſlary, there 
muſt be Set-prayer 200, 

Cant. 2. It muſt not be Formal, that 
is, having only a vain ſhew, and appear- 
ance , or reſemblance and hkeneſs of 
Ejaculatory Prayer , withour any reality, 
as being only a cuſtomary thing, from 
Education, Example , or the like.

i. When zt is without any attention 
of the mind unto it, As when perſons be- 
ing uſed, or accuſtomed to ſuch expreſ- 
ſions, as are materiilly expreſſions of 
Ejaculatory Prayer, do make nie of them 
upon any occaſion, but that ſo as they do 
not conſider, or attend to what they ſay.

It 
mult not be ſo therefore ; when you dart 
up any prayer unto God, you muſt not 
dart up words only, When you take 
your leave of others, you ſay, God-bu'y. 
The expreſſion 1s good, yet 1t may be 
you do not mind what you ſay many 
times when you ſay {o, and then it's but 
a meer formality, or ( as we ſay) a Com- 
plement, a Ceremony, and no more.
